July 25 is the deadline for most 
disabled World War II veterans 
to start four-year courses of vo­ 
cational training, it is pointed 
out by Arthur H. Tryon, executive 
director of the LOB Angeles Com­ 
munity Chest-sponsored Veterans 
Service Center.

"Friday, July 25," Tryon states, 
practically all disabled World 
War II veterans eligible for vo­ 
cational training under Public 
Law 16 and who are still en­ 
titled to four years of educa­ 
tional benefits. It in the last day 
for active enrollment for a full 
four-year course of study, inas­ 
much as the original law speci­ 
fies that length of training cannot 
exceed the remaining life of the 
program, which ends July 25, 
1956. Only those disabled veter­ 
ans who enlisted or re-enlisted 
under the Voluntary Recruit­ 
ment Act are given extensions be­ 
yond this date.

"Courses of training requiring 
less than four years of study are 
not affected by tomorrow-s dead­ 
line. Nor does it apply to veter­ 
ans disabled since June 27, 1950. 
Training for this latter cate­ 
gory," Tryon concludes, "is au­ 
thorized for nine years after the 
declared end of the present emer­ 
gency."

"While they are not ex­ 
pected to make a physician's diag­ 
nosis, they do have the knowledge 
to determine the nature and extent 
of an injury and know what to do 
about it. It is perhaps equally im­ 
portant to know what not to do.

But be*t of all the knowledge W 
first aid gives poise and assurance 
to trained first aiders and when 
faced by a sudden disaster they 
are able to act calmly and quickly. 
Such persons are equipped ^o be 
of the greatest service to those in 
need around them," she said.
